‘A masked robber who had fled from 
the saloon scene of a holdup, was wound- 
ed and captured at 11 o'clock last night 
after a running revolver battle, the last 
shots of which were fired in the crowded 
lobby of the Virginia hotel, Rush and 
Obio streets. 

A number of women and men guests 
of the hotel, among whom was Judge 
Charles M. Foell, were in the lobby 
when the bandit sprang in from the 
street. His haste at once dropped from 
him. Wet from the rain he strolled 
casually toward the elevators. The 
crowd watched the nervy play as if the 
lobby were a stage. 

FOLLOWS HIM IN. 

Policeman Anton Calek of the Chica- 
go avenue station came into the lobby 
with revolver drawn, only a moment or 
so behind the bandit. He “covered” the 
holdup man, who was languidly drifting 
out of the scene. 

“Halt!” shouted Calek. | 

The bandit wheeled and scowled. 
“ Shh-h-h, you fool!” he hissed. “I am 


‘after the same fellow you are!" 


* The devil you are—why, you're bleed- 
. ing. You're the fellow I’m after!” cried 
Calek, and sprang forward with his re- 
volver on the cornered man. 


HE FIRES POINT BLANK. 
“Say,” began the bandit, as if address- 
ing the persons in the lobby for corrobo- 


tation, and then his hand jumped to his 


pocket and he fired at Calek without 


drawing. 
Calek then put his own revolver against 
the bandit’s chest and threatened to end 
life if he made another move. Louis 
of 39 East Ohio street, who had 
heard shooting and run in from the 
sreet, threw his arms around the man, 
permitting Calek to overpower the fugi- 
tive The robber was wounded in the

For a week the train into Greece, like 
a passé singer, had daily made its posi- 
tively last appearance. We had so often 
heard that Monastir was about to fall 
that when one day toward the end of 
November the correspondents, the doc- 
tors from the hospitals, and all the tran- 
sient foreigners ‘eft we thought it was 
only another case of “ Wolf! Wolf!” 

That night Miss Mitchell and I, as usual, 
dined at the Bosnia café. It was crowded 
with soldiers eating with their knives and 
the aid of the “‘ father’s fork,”’ the Balkan 
name for fingers. 

We had to push our way between the 
tables and over swords and military over- 
coats thrown on the floor. The faces, 
mostly strange to us, looked tired. No 
one laughed. One heard only serious, low 
toned argument and fretful words, 
snapped out between mouthfuls.

Troops in Charge. 
of Riot Zone at 
Braddock Today 


Rushed to Scene After 
Attack on Mills Kills 
Two. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., May 2.—Prepara- 
tions were made tonight by Brig. Gen. 
A. J. Logan, commander of the second 
brigade, Pennsylvania national guard, 
to have four squadrons of cavalry take 
charge of the situation tomorrow at 
Braddock, where two men were killed, 
four probably fatally hurt, and a score 
of others seriously wounded in a riot 
at the Edgar Thomson works of the 
Carnegie Steel company late today. 

The nighteenth regiment of Pitts- 
burgh and the Tenth regiment com- 
posed of companies from southwestern 
Pennsylvania have been notified to 
mobilize and held themselves in readi- 
ness to go to the strike zone if necessary. 

Three alleged strike leaders were 
placed under arrest tonight on cor- 
oner’s commitments issued by Coron r 
Samuel C. Jamison as a result of the 
riot at Braddock. Each is 
with being accessory before PR fter 
the fact to murder. 

MOB MOSTLY FOREIGNERS. 

The mob, 2,000 strong, which attacked 
the Thomson works, are said to have 
been mostly foreigners. 

A pitched battle lasting an hour fol- 
lowed, during which 400 shots were 
fired, but the rioters were finally forced 
to retreat.in the face of « deadly fire 
from the riot guns and revolvers of 
deputy sheriffs and plant guards, 

The situation is quiet tonight, but

STORM FOUR BIG PLANTS. 


The riot was the climax of a day of 
disorder in the boroughs of Braddock 
and Rankin, during which mobs 
stormed the plants of four big steel 
companies, drove the workmen out, and 
then partly wrecked the interior of the 
plants. The purpose of the riot is raid 
to be the forcing of an eight hour day 
in the plants. 

Many of those injured in the fighting 
at the Edgar Thomson works were 
@pirited away by the rioters, and for 
hours after quiet had been restored in- 
jured continued to be brought to hospi- 


tals for treatment. 
Snipers hidden in doorways and win- 


tried to pick off deputies who were fight- 
ing to hold back the mob, and two depu- 
ties were said to have been hit. Women 
also joined in the mad fight to gain entry 
to the works, and two of them were 
wounded. The two men killed were for- 


eigners. 


MOB USES STONES, CLUBS. 
The mob first attacked the office of W. 
J.. Dixon, superintendent of transporta- 


with clubs and stones wrecked it. 

Deputies rushing to prevent the de- 
struction of the office were compelled to 
use it as a barricade and from behind the 
wreckage they poured shot after shot into 
the mob, which withdrew. After stoning 
the plant for forty-five minutes another 
charge was made, and in a hand to hand 
struggle the deputies and guards were 
forced back inside the plant. 

After a fierce battle, which raged for 
several minutes, the mob was driven back 
out of the gates and finally compelled to 
run for shelter before the hot fire of the 
deputies. 

Anne Bell, the ‘young woman leader 
of the rioters, was among those who 
were arrested. It is claimed her actions 
in Inciting the rioters were the cause of 
today’s outbreak. Miss Beil is only 17 
years old and’ ha@ been a picturesque 
figure in the Westinghouse strike in East 
Pittsburgh.

Two explosions in the drug store of C.

Fire spread rapidly and was gaining 
headway in the whole row when firemen 
arrived. 

The cause of the explosion to unknown. 
That it might have been dynamite or a 
bomb is the opinion of the police and 
Battalion Chief Costin. They will ask 
investigations, as it was found that gas 
pipes in the building were intact, and 
Sengel said there were no chemicals in 
his stock to which he might attribute 
the explosions. | 

A few blocks away, at Seventieth 
street and the lake, is the South Shore 
Country club, where the style show dance 
was being held. Within a few minutes 
after the explosion automobiles of the 
club guests were as near the fire as the 
policemen would allow them to come.

ARMING THE MEXICANS. 


‘According to an Associated Press dispatch fropf | 


Laredo the war department has instructed the 
commander at Fort Macintosh to stop all shipments 
of munitions into Mexico. 

It is high time. For months munitions have 
been going into the hands of men who at any mo- 
ment might have turned and may yet turn them 
upon our own soldiers. This policy is nothing less 
than a crime, the fruit of a criminal optimism, 
which has no precedent in our history. 

The record, which throws a sardonic light on the 
administration's theory of noninterference, is out- 
lined in a timely article by Col. Roosevelt in the 
June Metropolitan: 

- “On Aug. 27, 1913, he [President Wilson] an- 
nounced to congress that he would forbid the ex- 
portation. of arms and munitions of war of any kind 


_from the United States to any part of Mexico. 


’ “On Feb. 2, 1914, he dnnounced that the embargo 
was to be lifted, because ‘ conditions have essentially 
changed.’ , The result was that huge quantities of 
arms and ammunitions crossed the border to all the 
contending factions—who have all used them to kill 
our own people and their own innocent fellow 
countrymen, 


“On April 23 he ordered the embargo on arms 


restored. 
“On May 15 he again lifted the embargo, so far 


‘as it applied to shipments to Tampico. 


“On May 27 the cargo of arms which was not 
allowed to be landed at Vera Cruz, and which was 
the immediate excuse for seizing Vera Cruz, was 
allowed to be landed, together with another cargo, 
ut Puerto Mexico. 

“On June-2 and June 4, 1914, cargoes of arms 
and ammunition were landed at Tampico for Car- 
ranza. 

“On Sept. 9, 1914, the war department lifted the 
embargo. 

“On Oct. 6, 1914, 10,000 American made rifles, 
under the lifted embargo, crossed the border to 
Villa. They have since been used with effect against 
our own people. 

“On Jan. 27, 1915, fifteen carloads of arms and 
ammunition reached San Diego from the United 
States for the various factions. 

“On Oct. 20, 1915, an embargo was declared 
on arms for all the factions except Carranza’s.” 

Since the fall of Villa from favor and the rise of 
Carranza, ammunition has poured over the border 
to the latter, even while the first chief was with- 
holding Mexican railroad facilities from our troops, 
thus greatly adding to the difficulties of their task, 


‘and while his chieftains were giving every sign of 
hostility, even to the extent of an attempted ambus- | 


cade and an open fight at Parral. 

The result of this wonderful policy of considering 
everything except the safety of our own people and 
the efficiency of our own measures is that we have 
Gen. Obregon threatening us with 40,000 armed 
“a long, thin line” of our own men in a 
precarious situation in a hostile and barren land, 
and an international situation at*the breaking point. 

If our men are attacked they will be “fought with 
American ammunition, supplied to thém during a 
period of critical strain and obvious danger. 

We do not believe there has ever been in the 
history of any nation’s foreign relations a policy so 
lacking in common sense, common caution, or right 
regard for the safety of its own agents and the pro- 
tection of its own legitimate purposes. 

The Laredo order is culpably late. But now,’ at 
least, it should cover Mexico and be made perma- 
nent until peace is assured. 


AN INDUSTRIAL GENERAL STAFF. 

There has been a lot of talk, since it was dis- 
covered that nations, not armies, make war, about 
industrial preparedness. The words are in the mouth 
of every political speaker, and in the articles of évery 
political writer. No one is against it. Large army 
men, small army men, conscriptionists, even paci- 
fists, think it is a good thing. Perhaps that is why 
so few persons have put much thought on it. 

A group of men is now working at a scheme of 
industrial preparedness under the auspices of Sec- 
Ft; is an impressive group of men, 


They are going to report on the capacity of the va- 
rious industries in each state and arrange for some 
means of using these industries in time of crisis. 
But with all respect to these men, they do not seem 
to have thought closely in the matter. Their scheme 
will be of some benefit, but it is inherently unsound. 

There is, however, one man who bas thought the 


_ matter out and who has worked out a plan which 


has stood every test except practical application, and 
which, we believe, will stand that. He is Martin J. 


Gillen of Racine, Wisconsin, but his name makes 


little difference. It is his plan which is important. 
It is important partly because it appears entirely 
adequate as a scheme of mobilization in time of 
crisis, but chiefly because it offers a basis of co- 
operation In time of peace. ' 

In surveying the industries of use to national de- 
fense the Gillen plan does not divide the country 


into states. It divides it into industries. It does 


not apply as an emergency measure, but as a perma- 
nent measure, and in times of peace it will cost 


_ practically’ nothing. i 


It provides for a general advisory board made up 
of of the following industries (more might 
be included if it proved necessary): railroads, water 
works, sewage, motor trucks, pleasure motors, ‘mo- 
tor busses, motor trailers, tractors, aeroplanes, wag- 
ons, horses, mules, harness, tents, cooking utensils, 
_knapsacks, blankets, shirts, shoes, stockings, under- 
wear, belts, caps, meat, flour,. bread, produce, med- 
ical supplies, small firearms,:-guns,-armor plate, 


“shells, cartridges, and explosives. 


Five or more men from each of these industries 
would be appointed. Each group would elect one of 
their- number te a position: on the -general advisory 
‘board, at the head of which would be the secreta- 
ties ‘of war and the navy, and a few other govern- 


‘ment officials. All of these business men, expert in 
_ their own industries, would become practically gov- 


“ernment officials, | 
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the manufacturers in each of these industries would 


be kept informed of the precise specifications for 
government work, in some cases make a sample 
whenever the specifications changed. At intervals the 


government would call for bids from each group dn | 


supplies which would be needed if a crisis came, en- 
tering into favorable contracts for each commodity, 
not to be filled except in case of a crisis. 

To prevent any agreement on the part of manu- 
facturers to make excessive profits, the government 
would retain the right to go through the cost rec- 
ords of each industry. 

There are several obvious advantages of such a 
scheme. It would prevent war prices: it would 
make it unnecessary for the government to hold enor- 
mous quantities of supplies in warehouses against 
a crisis, at least in most of the commodities. It 
would insure quick delivery. 

But the chief advantage of the plan, and one 
which will appeal to every business man and every 
clear headed person, is that the mem who know their 
business’ from years of experience would be mobilized 


| 


with their own industries. It would make public 
citizens out of the leaders of industry at a stroke. 
Without losing their private capacity they would be 
government officials. 

_The government now has the power to take over 
industries in war time. It can put army officers 
into wagon factories and navy officers into railroad 
offices if it likes. But why not get the wagon men 
and the railroad men, who are familiar with every 
detail of their organization, to do the work? 

Under Mr. Gillen’s plan the industries necessary 
to the government in time of war can be turned over 
at the stroke of a pen to the government, without 
displacing a single man in those industries and with- 
out taking other government officials from their own 
tasks. 

It is on this principle of EERSTE industry from 
the inside instead of the outside by which the most 
effective cojperation may be built up. It might 
easily become the basis of codperation for national 
ends in peace time. For it is by codperation of 
government with industry, not hostility between gov- 
ernment and industry, from which a sound demo- 
cratic nationalism would grow. 7 


A REFERENDUM ON SHAKESPEARE. 

In case the courts find the issue between Shake- 
{speare and Bacon too difficult or delicate fog deci- 
sion we suggest the referendum. 

The pro-allies, we presume, would be for Shake- 
speare because he represents at least an English tra- 
dition, and Bacon, although a good enough English- 
man, represents the unorthodox. Roger Sullivan 
would wait fo find out whether Carter Harrison was 
for Shakespeare. If so, Roger would declare his 
fellows for Bacon. If John F. O'Malley found that 
Jimmy Quinn was for Shakespeare he might under- 
take some colonizing in the Twenty-first ward for 
Bacon. 

The Teutonic Sons of America might be puzzled, 
but if it were discovered that the pro-allies were 
going strong for Shakespeare the Germans would 
vote for Bacon. 

The United societies might conclude that the gen- 
eral tenor of Shakespeare was favorable to the sale’ 
and consumption of liquor and advise its member- 
ship to support him, or it might take exception of 
passages questioning the value of rum when put into 
the mouth and denounce him as a blue nose. It 
would be our opinion that the wets wane indorse 
him, but you never can tell, 

If the wets did indorse him the drys would not. 
The Anti-Saloon league would be against him if 
the drys were for him. He would lose the solid Jew 
vote on account of Shylock, and might lose the Negro 
vote if a carefully misleading issue were made of 
Othello. ae a 

Bill the Immense would probably be anti-Shake- 
speare on one of two grounds—either that he himself 
wrote the works or that Charles S. Deneen. was 
anti-Bacon. The religious issue would have to be 
counted in as an influence because of the reference 
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raised of Shakespeare’s significant silence on the 
closed Sunday, cabaret, and poolroom matters. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association. would be 
against him because of such radical expressions as 
“ the wealthy, - curled darlings of our nation.” J. 
Mack Glenn would detect a dangerous radicalism. 
But we fear that radical labor organizations also 
would oppose him because of the glorification of no- 
ble trappings to be found in the plays, revealing the 
influences of the predatory rich. ‘ 

Pacifists would deplore the emphasis of the mili- ) 
tary values, the evil suggestion of nationalism, and 
the presentation of so much violence. They would 
be against him. Social. workers would raise the 
issue that he never indicated a conception of the 
housing problem or of garbage collection and reduc- 
tion, and also be against him. 

Mike Kenna would be indifferent and there would 
be a small vote in the First ward. Mike, being 
practical, would eay that there was nothing in it 
worth a mobilization: 

We do not know what the result of a referendum 
would be, but we know how the city would go about 
its voting. We know how the influences would work 
because we have perceived them working on issues to 
which they were just as pertinent as they are to

ALEXIEFF, the chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the Rugsian army and 
the master mind that is directing 
all the operations of the latter, in 
the same way that the late Field Marshal 
Count Moltke guided those of the German 
army in the war with France in 1870, is 
only remotely rela*ed to that Admiral 
Bugene Ivanovitch Alexieff who was vice- 
roy of Russia's provinces.in the far east 
in the period immediately preceding the 
war between Russia and Japan in 1904- 
1905, and by whose misguided policies 
that conflict was brought about. 
It seeme necessary to explain this in 
view of the confusion which is constantly 
being made in the foreign press in burope 
and also on this side of the A‘lantic be- 
tween these two men. 
The admiral has ever since 1905 been 
thoroughly discredited, whereas the gen- 
eral commands universal confidence and 
admiration. The admiral was consumed 
with vanity. In fact, his pride of office and 
his intolerable conceit were largely re- 
sponsible for the disasters which he 
brought upon his country. — 
The general, on the other hand, is the 
most modest, quiet, and unassuming of 
men, of the most extreme simplicity in 
his habits and in his address, and #80 
difident that when summoned to take 
over the direction of the campaign upon , 
the whole western front of Russia, 
stretching from the Baltic to the Black 
sea, he was so disturbed by the prospect 
of having to lunch and dine daily with the 
czar and with all the latter’s company, in- 
cluding the great personages of one kind 
and another visiting the imperial head- 
quarters, that he begged leave of his 
sovereign to be excused from taking his 
meals at the imperial table. 
He represented to Nicholas that it would 
interfere with his work, that he was not 
accustomed to society and did not enjoy 
it, and that he needed all the time there 
was for thinking. The czar is a shy man 


‘himself, and kindly and sympathetically 


he deferred to the general's wishes in the 
matter. And so Alexieff lunches and 
dines daily at a hotel in the town where 
the imperial headquarters have been es- 
tablished. 
‘ —_ 

Fifty-nine years of age, Alexieff is, like 
Gen. Sir William Robertson, the chief of 
the imperial staff in England, an entirely 
self-made man, who has risen from the 
ranks without any assistance in the way 
of influerice and entirely by his own 
merits. 

The genera! was appointed to his pres- 
ent post amidst tokens of universal ap- 
proval, just at that moment when the 
Russian army was forced to retire from 
Poland, owing to its appalling lack of 


| ammunition and also of rifles; a lack long 


since remedied. It was he who organized 
the retreat, and knowing the ‘tactical 
possibilities and nature of the ground, he 
directed every step of the withdrawal of 
the troops himself, formed fresh: army 
corps to counter the blows of the German 
cavalry when they broke through the 
Ru n front, timed every movement ex- 
rare sal brought the whole of the forces 
safely back to the line which they have 
held ever since and which the Germans 
have found it impossibie to pierce. 

The late Field Marshal von Moltke used 
to insist that a clever retreat constituted 
a greater feather in the cap of a com- 
manding fas ae than a brilliant victory. 
The reputation of Lord French and of the 
present English generalissimo in France, 
Sir Douglas Haig, rests on the successful 
withdrawal of the British torces to their 
present Mnes in the early stages of the 
war. The retirement from Gallipoli, al- 
most without loss, was also a great feat.

It is a laddie just 4 years old who has 
now become Ear! of St. Aldwyn, and pos- 
sessed of other peerages, an ancient 
baronetcy, and ancestral estates in 
Gloucestershire, through the demise on 
Sunday of his octogenarian grandfather. 
The old statesman only survived by a 
few days the loss of his only son, Lord 
Quenington, in action at the front in 
France, leaving the little boy who has just 
succeeded to the family honors. 

The late Lord St. Aldwyn was one of the 
greatest financial authorities in parlia- 
ment, and when the war broke out he 
sank for a time all his pronounced per- 
sonal and political antipathies to the then 
incumbent of the office of chancelior of 
the exchequer, David Lioyd-Geovge, 
placed himself in close touch with him, 
gave him all the assistance in his power, 
and codperated with him by day and 
night in the most loyal and self-sacrificing 
manner. 

His services were simply invaluable, as 
Lloyd-George was the first to admit, and 
it was in recognition of his aid that 
Premier Asquith put forward, prior to the 
formation of the coalition cabinet, the 
nomination of the then Viscount St. Ald- 
wyn to an earldom, which King George 
succeeded in inducing the old conservative 
Only those who knew 
Lord Aldwyn well and were aware of his 
irascibility, of his Lot temper, and of his 
contemptuous aloofness, can realize what 
it must have cost him to work in unison 
with Lloyd-George and to waive all his 
strong prejudices for the time being for 
the sake of patriotism.

He was no stranger to the United States. 
For he spent some time tn this country in 
the fall of 1905 as Sir Michacl Hicks- 
Beach, before being raised to the house of 
lords, and was justly described at the time 
as a typical Tory of the ol@ school and 
as ultra-conservative in all his notions. 
Twice chancellor of the exchequer, he 


when most of the members of the present 
administration were still boys in school, 
and some of them, like the present chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, were still in the 
nursery. 

He is generally understood to have been 
indebted for his early appointment to of- 
fice to the fact that his extraordinary 
reticence and cold reserve and aloofness 
attracted the attention of Lord Beacons- 
field ata dinner and created an impression 
upon the famous Tory leader. 

Very tall. and spare, Lord St. Aldwyn 
remained to the last straight as a poplar. 
He had a thin, refined face, with high, 
delicate forehead on Which the hair curled 
slightly. The nose wae straight and the 
mouth hard, with the expression of a man 
accustomed to bitter thoughts and sar- 
castic utterances. His once dark beard, 
which, together with his expression, 
caused him to be nicknamed “ Black 
Michaei’’ by his fellow members in the 
house of commons, turned in late years 
very white; and in the lords, as ig the 
lower chamber,‘ he continued his habit of 
sitting by the hour, stroking his beard 
with his long, nervous fingers and without 
exchanging a word with his colleagues. 

He was one of the most intimate friends 
of the late Lord Salisbury, and the assgo- 
ciation between the two was a natural 
one. For 800 years or more ago his an- 
cestor, Sir Michael Hicks, scion of a 
good old Gloucestershire family, was the 
secretary of that famous Cecil who was 
prime minister of Queen Blizabeth and 
from whom the late Marquis of Salisbury

Chicago, May 2.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—-There are many patriotic citizens 
like myself, who, through years of TRIB- 
UNE reading, have become much attached 
to your paper and who find it extremely 
hard to break from the long established 
habit of perusing its news column and 
editorial pages every day. On the other 


phand, and in spite of an apparent lack of 


respect of the government that has grown 
more pronounced in recent years, largely 
because of the attitude of the ever in- 
creasing number of those who have come 
to us from lands less free, without aright 
appreciation of the freedom of our own, 
there still exists in many of us a wrong 
feeling that no matter whether we en- 
tirely agree with the administration that 
the people as a whole have placed in 
charge of the government or not, a certain 
discretion is demanded of us, as good 
Americans, with reference to the expres- 
sion of our own personal opinions it 
matters of the government. 

Especially is this true in times of stress, 
lest, by some untoward word, we cause 
embarrassment detrimental to the well 
being of.the country that we love. If 
this is true of the individual, whose infiu- 
ence is comparatively limited, we feel 
that it is true to an exceeding degree in 
the case of the newspaper that claims to 
be *“‘ the world’s greaiest."’

Miscellaneous Work in the Garden. 
HERE will probably be a good deal 
of transplanting to do during the 
early part of theseason. Some seed 
will fail to germinate, and vacant 
places will have to be filled with 
seedlings from other parts of the garden. 
Do not undertake transplanting during 
the hot part of the day; wait until after 
sundown for work of this kind. 

| Before lifting the plants water them 
well. This will make the soil so firm 
about their roots that most of them can 
be lifted without exposing their root sys- 
tem to the air—e thing that should al- 
ways be avoided if possible. Run your 
trowel down alongside the seedling and 
pry it up.

Garetoga Springs, N. Y. May 2-—([Spe- 
cial]—A more drastic curb on divorce 
was uTged at today’s semsion of the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. The episcopal address, 
read by Bishop J. W. Hamilton of Boston, 
recommended that the decia rettom against 
divorce be located in the book of discipline 
of the church, thus putting beyond ali 
doubt the legal and mandatory character. 

“The bishops recommend,” theaddress 
says further, “the continuance of the 
commissien on marriage and divorce to 
confer with the commissions of other de- 
nominations that they may aid the states 
to restrict this shameless destruction of 
the family. 


“If the Methodist preachers anywhere | 


violate either the letter or spirit of the 
discipline in this matter their annual con- 
ferences should proceed against them as 
in any other instances of the violation of | 
the discipline.’ 

The law of discipline referred to makes 
it unlawful for a Methodist minister to 
perform the marriage ceremony for any 
one who has been divorced, except the 
innocent party to a divorce based on 
Statutory reasons.
